is uot entitled to. 

The credit for orlgnatlng this 
bill and having It passed was 
claimed for Mr. Castnor, if wo mis 
take not, at the convention In this 
city the day he was nominated, and 
it is being taken up and heralded 
through the district by Republican 
papers and Republican workers, 
They, as well as Castner, are either 
Ignorant of the facts In the esse or 
they are wilfully putting up a false 
claim. Now the tacts as to this 
law : 

The last l.e^'lslaliire did pass 
law reiiniring cerlain corporations 
to pay their employes twice 
month. It was House hill lH'i and 
was entitled "All act cnnceniing 
the employes and S( rvanl> in tlie 
mining work or indu^tiy in tlil 
Coninionwealth." This hill was 
iiitriidnced in the Ihuisi on Jan. 
14, 1902, hy Mr. lieniu ti, of t»hio 
County, and not hy Mr. Castncr ot 
the village of iiusli. 

The bill liecamo a law on March 
21st, 1002, aud is the only law en- 
acted on the dubject by the last 
Legislature. 

The House Joi-rnal shows that 
Mr. Castner did Introduce a bill on 
this subject, entitled "An act to 
regulate tbo payment of wages In 
this Coniinonwenlth," but ho Intro- 
iiiceil it. as tlie lluiisc Journal 
shows, on I'el). Ilh, l'."i2, over two 
weeks after .Mr. liennctl's hill was 
introduce d. M r. ( 'astner's hill was 
lloiise hill .Nil. :i|ilana -ufar 'i-wi 
I'aii learn from the record it was 
never heard friini after it was 
referred to the cimiiiiitlee. Mr. 
Bennett's bill had heen hefore the 
Legislature liver two weeks, when 
the Hon. William il. Castner ap- 
peared on the scene with his little 
bill to bring the corporations to 
time, 60 Mr. Castner Is not oven 
entitled to the credit of. originat- 
ing this legislation. It took bim 
over two weeks to hear of Mr. Ben- 
nett's measure on the subject and 
then Mr. Castner rushed his little 
LIU Into the House, and that's all 
he ever did do. 

We are willing to concede that 
Mr. ('!' ■'•. I inay bo rustinff under 
t iV i lii I'l I ssloii that the simple lii- 
I roil net inn of his bill made it a law. 
The fad that he never eallcil his 
hill from tiie eomiiiittee would 
Justify this siippiisilion, hill he is 
entitled to the benelltof theduiiht, 
under all the circumstances. If 
ho is not resting under this Im- 
pression, then he Is willfully try- 
ing to rob Mr. Bennett of the cred- 
it uf originating and having this 
inw (lassed. 

House bill No. 340 was tho only 
one Mr. Castner Introduml In the 
Legislature, and as we have slated 
it was never heard from after- 
wards. He never made a single 
committee report, and never had a 
word to say In the House on any 
iinestioii, important or otherwise, 
so far as the record shows. In Ini 
thitlve work in the Lcglsl.itiire hit 
record Is a blank. — .Maysvillo liul-
